The  set,  offered  at  $8.95  per  unit,  contains  an  uncirculated  John  Tyler  Presidential  $1  Coin  and  a  Julia  Tyler  Bronze  Medal 
bearing  the  same  likeness  featured  on  the  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  struck  in  her  honor.  The  coin  and  medal  are  mounted  in  a 
durable  plastic  card  enhanced  with  handsome  portraits  of  the  President  and  first  spouse.  Issuance  information  is  annotated 
on  the  back  of  the  card.
